The oM cliche Is: “Don’t 
bile off more than you can 
chew.” ! was thinking about 
this as I read that Dr. Martin 
Lather King was touring down 
in Alabama trying to recruit 
participants for his “Poor peo- 
ples Campaign," destined to 
march on Washington in April. 

When I first heard about Dr. 

King’s proposed march on 
Washington and his plans for 
camping his follower* in the 
public parks, I felt be had been 01 advised to em- 
bark on a project that at best, could be only a 
publicity gimmick. 

Dr. King, no matter bow much compassion he 
may have for his feUowman, must look at all the 
facets of the problem and not be swayed by frist 

°°* Getting 1,000 poor, unemployed folks to pick . 
op and leave their homes, humble as some of thorn 
may be and, for an indefinite period, to live out m 
the open, requires more than enthusiasm and dedi- 
cation. . 

Granting that Dr. King finally succeeds in get- 
ting 3,000 people to Washington, since they are poor 
and without adequate funds for their sustenance, 
bow 1* he going to feed them every day? Where Is 
be going to house them every night? Wbat about their 
health problems? Their legal problems? The prob- 
lems of discipline Where is the mooey for all of 
these things going to come from? 

If i understand Dr. King's program, he says 
be ts going to keep his followers in Washington 
Indefinitely. Let’s take a short period of 14 days. 
Feeding each person will cost at least $1.00 a cay. 
This then, la $3,000. to April weather even to 
Washington, these people will have to have some 
kind of shelter over tbetr beads at night. Ifhe 
can get this for $1.00 per person per night, be_wm 
be Booty. "Vats la another $3,000 per day. To provide 
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other necessities (hat people require each, day, 
will cost a' mtnlmum of 50? per person a day. This 
adds another $1,500. So, at the lowest possible 
estimate, each person win cost $2.50 per day. For 
3,000 people, this adds up to $105,000 tor fast 
14 days. 

Then, there are the expenses of Dr. Kind's 
staff and other functionaries. The traveling expense 
of these people going and coming. The whole thing 
will add up to a staggering amount of somebody's 
money. 

How does Dr. King propose to raise mis money? 
Moving on faith is one tiling, but, 3,000 people, no 
matter how much faith they have, need food and 
shelter. Somebody will have to produce this in fact, 
not theory. 

Since most. If not all of the people Dr. King is 
trying to recruit are poor and unemployed, wouldn’t 
It be better to try to get these people into training 
programs in their local communities? Granting that 
lame southern communities may not have such 
federally financed programs, Isn’t 11 better to peti- 
tion the government to provide them rather than 
faking these people off on ' a wild goose chase to 
Washington where, no matter what happens, they 
will have to go back to tbeir home communities 
for whatever benefits they are to eventually receive. 

Since lobbying for meaningful civil rights legis- 
lation is the announced goal of Dr. King’s efforts, 
isn’t he really using these unfortunate people who 
can least afford the time or money, as human 
pawns. Inspiring them with promises as an induce- 
ment to get their participation. Is creating a false 
hope of personal reward before they return borne. 
If they return home disillusioned and empty handed, 
they become prime examples of futility tn tbeir 
communities. 

This must not be permitted to happen. The best 
way to prevent it, is not to take them to Washington 
In the first place, if a demonstration of power or 
force or whatever you want to can It, U deemed 
necessary In Washington, then let those who can 
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■ afford It march on Congress and the president. 

Past efforts lave proven that sizeable numbers 
can be Induced to turn out for a Just cause. 

I am afraid Dr. King’s venture is frocjht 
with many dangers and problems. The Negro has a 
Just cause. There Is argent need for patting pres- 
sure at every point in our civil rights fight to 
achieve meaningful results. This pressure should 
be pushed at the local, state and national levels. 
Every resource at the Negro’s command should be 
pressed Into the fight. . 1 1 ) 

On this. Dr. King or no one else will find any • 
opposition. However, doing something Just for the 
publicity of it and, using unfortunate human beings, 
is Just going to far. 

It would be most unfortunate tf what happened 
to the bonus marchers tn the late twenties during 
the Hoover administration, happened to Dr. Klnx** 
marchers. Unfortunately, the present feeling of a 
large segment of white people Is to use the police 
force and, even the National Guard and tie U.S. 

Army to supress any riots. You can see from the 
way the National Guard acted recently In Orange- 
burg, S.C., what to expect In any future riots. Every 
law enforcement agency has been In special training 
during the winter months. They have been given 
special riot cootrol techniques. Special equipment 
and supplies have already been purchased for use. 

There is no reason then tor deliberately creating 
situations that may endanger the lives of innocent 
Negroes. 

I certainly hope Dr. King and his staffwill think 
very carefully about what they do and bow they 
do It. Racial tensions in this country are now at a 
high pitch. Entirely too many people are of the mind 
that another bloody summer Is In ihe offing. No 
matter what anybody says, Negroes have not benefit- 
ed tn any substantial way from any riot. Other than 
a looters holiday, the riots of the past have been 
very costly to all Negroes. We must then do all we 
can to prevent riots. Washington must not become 
another frustrating, bloody battleground. - »

will be given to counterintelligence action. '-I

As the Bureau is aware, Chicago iniiJrt'-d the 
field wide investigation of this organization, through the 
development of two confidential sources familial with its 
activists on a national level. RAM has always l '-en very clan- 
destine in nature, and nebulous in its organization, with no 
real membership as such. 

The local RAM group, numbering no more than a 
handful of persons, experienced factional probt r - and 
subsequent to early 1965, four of the group departed Chicago 
for a variety of reasons. Three have since returned, one from 
the United States Army, two others from employ r.:*? *t in the north- 
east. Subsequent to this period, however, that * ' early 19G5, 
there has been no indication of any RAM activity >r organization 
in existence locally. 

As the Bureau 16 also aware, Chicago has interviewed, 
or is in the process of interviewing all of th-"-?: individuals 
who are known former RAM members, or suspected I A?; members. 

The only two exceptions to the above are to bo * interviewed 
in connection with the next annual reports, due shortly at the 
Bureau. Detailed information concerning these interviews is 
being furnished the Bureau in connection with a separate survey 
under the RAM caption.

The SCLC opo**ation 
locally has been very minimal, subsequent to the early fall 
of 1966, when the SCLC led a continuing series of large 
scale open housing demonstrations here. Until tV • inauguration 
of the Poor People Campaign (PPC), in the winter >f 1967-68, 
the SCLC 's program here had for all practical »■••• “>ses fallen 
apart. The only effective part of the progran •• r its Operation 
Breadbasket, the only aspect of its operation •!> )»*.h received 
any public attention, or publicity. In fact, nflrr the 
so-called accommodation between KING and city authorities, 
in August, 1966, KING and the SCLC lost considerable face and no 
longer were an effective or respected force. 

Most recently, the PPC here was ach lev? r only 
marginal support and success. A Chicago source >-< the SCLC 
payroll here, involved in organizing for the PH.:, was in fact 
responsible for developing the degree of promised participation 
which is in evidence.

Chicago will closely scrutinize the individual cases 
of selected individuals and organizations, as set forth above, 
and specific counterintelligence suggestions vH » he individually 
forwarded the Bureau where the opportunity appr;**- to present 
itself. 

5. By separate communication, Chicago is forwarding to the 
Bureau, as requested in referenced airtel, an an? lysis of 
counterintelligence possibilities currently existing as concerns 
the organizations specifically named as field-vltlc targets; 
that is, the Revolutionary Action Movement, the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference, SNCC and the HOI.

Although the suggestion Included In referenced 
letter in regard to the counterintelligence program Is 
appreciated, it is not being approved. Thg attempt to 
Involve three individuals at one time appears to be 
attempting too much. It is felt that If all three 
letters were received at SNCC headquarters as you propose, 
SNCC officials would suspect a disruption attempt 
immediately. 

The technique of misdirected mall is a useful 
one, however, it cannot be overdone. To use it as you 
Indicate might preclude its use in regard to individuals 
mentioned under more favorable circumstances. 

It is suggested that you reconsider your proposal 
and limit it to two of the Individuals you have mentioned. 
Those Individuals would be the targets in this counter- 
intelligence situation and they could be played against 
one another. Under such a plan target #1 would receive 
the letter meant for target #2 and vice versa. Follow 
I up action would depend on the reaction of the targets. 
Eventually it could include an anonymous letter to SNCC 
headquarters alleging that one of the targets had infor- 
mation, that the other was cooperating with a police 
agency and failed to report matter to SNCC headquarters. 

Since success in this type of endeavor would 
bo dependent on individual personalities working at SNCC 
headquarters in Atlanta, the comments and suggestions

a direct confrontation with him as a result of these letters. 

The wife did come to hate some of the secretaries but MUHAMMAD 
continued his activities and probably still is continuing 
this activity. Zt appears it was impossible for the wife and 
t He members of hie family to take this stand as it would un- 
doubtedly have cost : them their station in life and the way 
of living to which they had become accustomed. 

At about this same time an Xlllnois state representative 
took it upon himself to cause an investigation to be made of 
the University of Islam No. 2 in Chicago to determine if the * 
children therein were being taught racist and hate type subjects 

and to determine if the school was conforming with state 

regulations for accreditation. This Investigation was given 
extensive coverage in local papers. The end result was that 
the State Board of Education took no action and several apparently 
responsible Kegroes came out and criticized the investigation.

In this-Tegard it may be well to note that any ruling, 
be it state or federal, against the University of Islam No. 2- 
NOI schools being self-styled as "Islamic parochial schools"- 
could well effect other religious parochial schools and could 
cause other religious groups to take legal action in the event 
any action against the KOI school affected their operation. 

I In late 1962, Chicago instituted a program of 

Aoounterlntelllgence against the KOI and MUHAMMAD for the purpose 
*of showing the NOX was basically detrimental to this country 
and the Negro race. The program was to be, and continues Jto be, 
operated on the "highest possible nTanp?" and would not involve 
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both white and colored, a basic and real istb picture of 
the inner activities of the NOI and was able to point out " 
the abhorrent effects of the NOI on the Negro race and^^s 
ic^^^^KOI reaction to some of the statements made byflHH 
Hp||wa5 totally unfavorable and they resorted to 
WTTTIIg with the end result their image among the Negro was 
certainly damaged. 




This program was simmered off considerably at 
about the time of the defection of MALCOLM X LITTLE, WALLACE 
MUHAMMAD and HASSAN SHARE IEFF, the la 1 1 HA MMAD *s 
son and grandson. Chicago did not feel AH^Hm^^gsbould be 
in any way involved in the turmoil and s cruggj^wjTnin the 
NOI created by the above defectors. 


MALCOLM X, WALLACE MUHAMMAD and HASSAN SHARE IEFF 
gave extensive exposure through the news media, both locally - 
and nationally, to the immoral activities of ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 

and to misuse of funds by MUHAMMAD and his royal family, as 

well as MUHAMMAD T s total lack of regard for the welfare of his 
followers. MALCOLM X and WALLACE MUHAMMAD attempted to form their 
own groups and exerted considerable pressure to pull NOI members 
to their side. Results proved they were largely unsuccessful 
in developing a strong organized following. It is recognized 
that MALCOLM X was killed before he had the opportunity to • 
prove his ability in this regard. However, at the tine of 
his death, bis organization was apparently crt too well organized. 
WALLACE MUHAMMAD dissolved his group and returned to his father. 

The results of this exposure left the feeling that 
MUKAMMAD’s extracurricular escapades were accepted by his 
followers, their belief apparently being motivated by the 
fact MUHAMMAD as the messenger of Allah was divinely inspired 
and missioned. The personal extravagance of MUHAMMAD and his 
faiily also apparently had little if any effect on the masses of 
his followers. Apparently they expected him to live lavishly 
and are willing to make extreme monetary sacrifices in this 
regard with blind subservience. It is recognized some members 
hive left because of exorbitant financial demands on members! 
in the KOI but there has been no mass exodus. { 
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With the advent of CASSIUS CLAY, 14UHAl2'AD again 
glorified. in CLAY's subservience to him and glorification of 
him and the resultant publicity given him and the NOI in all 
phases of the news media,

The San tfiego Office plans to conduct Interviews of all of 
the members of the US Gj»oup. In these interviews, questions will

credence to GREGORY *s use, or receipt of funds from abroad, 
primarily to have been utilized against the Democratic Convention, 
August, 1968, in Chicago. 

Chicago is continuing to give the natter of discrediting 
GREGORY top priority, and Bureau authority will be promptly 
requested at the earliest opportunity in the event a specific 
counterintelligence device is formulated. It night also be 
noted, however, as in Chicago alrtel of Kay 21, 1968, that 
GREGORY also faces a five month sentence. Cook County Jail, 
Chicago, as a result of the upholding of criminal charges 
against him, by the Illinois Appellate Court, of 1965 charges 
in connection with a local demonstration. 

Chicago also has under consideration the review 
of federal Income tax returns of HERBERT C. MOHAMMED, since he 
was pin-pointed as a counterintelligence target in Chicago 
airtel April 22, 1968, under the above caption, and that of the 
Nation of Islam (NOI). 

These returns, referred to in Bureau letter May 15, 1968, 
have not as yet been received by Chicago, however, upon receipt, 
and subsequent review, a specific recommendation regarding 
counterintelligence action will be submitted. 

In previous Chicago c ommunicat ions under above 
caption, Chicago has Identified local Student 

Non-Violent Coordinating Committee (SNCCJoif icial, as a 
possible target of counterintelligence action, with reference 
to his possible removal from an active role as a result of hi6 
refusal to cooperate with Selective Service officials over his 
imminent induction into the Armed Forces,

Although not a counterintelligence measure as 6uch, 
Chicago has vigorously followed and pursued this situation, 
both with Selective Service and the Office of the United States 
Attorney. Recent ly^HHI refused to be Inducted, his file is 
in the process of bein^iorwarded by Selectiv^Service to the 
United States Attorney (USA), who has advlsed^JflHHB case 
will be brought before the Federal Grand Jury i^^tn^earliest 
possible moment. The USA has advised that a warrant for the 
arrest offlHfe on above charges, will in all probability be

shortly forthcoming. Unquestionably this would serve to 
further Inhibit local SNCC activiti es, and hopefully, would 
in some measure serve to neutralize ^J^^^hlmself . 

Chicago also feels that the Chicago Firearms 
Registration Ordinance, which went into effect Hay 15, 1968, 
has definite potential as a counterintelligence device, to be 
directed agai nst lo cal mil i tants as for example 


n addition to the 

go ordinance, a state law which requires registration of 
all persons possessing firearms will go into effect September 1, 
1968. The penalty for violation of the local ordinance is a 
$500 fine, for violation of the state lav, a $1,000 fine and a 
year incarceration. 

Contact with the local office of gun registration has 
reflected that it will be approximately another 45-60 days before 
records are organized and alphabetized. identified as 

a possible target in this regard, however, there would appear to 
be a number 6f militants who may well be vulnerable. 

As the Bureau has cautioned, Chicago assures that 
each specific future counterintelligence operation will be 
submitted for Bureau approval prior to taking any action. 

2. Operations Being Effected 


Chicago at present has no counterintelligence operation 
in progress, however, as noted will develop such, directed 
toward HERBERT MOHAMMED, upon receipt of his tax returns from 
the Bureau.

3. Tangible Results - - v- • 

With th^possibl^exception of the imminent 
incarceration of^HHH|||H||^ above, no tangible results 
have as yet been forthcomings ince the inception of this 
program in the black nationalist field. 


There have been no significant developments in 
this field since my airtels of April 22, 1968, which would 
materially alter programs and approach previously suggested. 

Chicago appreciates, however, that changing times and develop- 
ments in the general RM field can have an influence on any 
counterintelligence operation. Chicago will remain alert 
to any such development, and when any situation arises, 
relative to an individual or organization, which offers 
promise and potential as a counterintelligence operation, 
an appropriate communication will be promptly submitted. 

It might also be noted that in general, the 
assessment of the local black nationalist movement, as set 
out in our air tel of April 22, 1968, under the above caption, 
remains as noted. It was pointed out that GREGORY had threatened 
to disrupt the Democratic National Convention, in August, 1968, 
however, as the Bunau is aware, he has cancelled his demonstration 
plans for before and during this convention, and is currently r
